The Elevator In European Hotels. 


The "lift" is not displayed ostentatious 


ly in. the great German houses. It is be- 
hind iron doors, to be detected only by 
inspection, and <s moved by clanking 
chains. The deliberation of the proceed- 
ing is its most distinguishing character- 
istic. You stand in the great hall of the 
hotel where a recwnnoissance has located 
the laboring "lift" and silently await de- 
velopments. 
Everybody else has the 


greatest plenty of time. Presently from 
the unknown interior iron doors fly open, 
and a soldierly looking servant with 
brass buttons on his cap, preoccupied 
with his responsibilities, steps forth with 
an air of majesty. The doors clang as 
they swing, and the lift Is there, rather 
primitive but elaborate in construction. 
Perhaps there may be nve passengers 
ready to get aboard. When four have 
taken position the master of the elevator 
waves the fifth backward with an awful 
air of authority, and if the rejected one 
is an American urgent to go up at once, 
he is told peremptorily that there are 
places "only for four." The iron doors 
are banged, the engines heave and the 
massive machine moves. Safety is con- 
sulted! Here is a masterly mechanism 
that might swing a pair of elephants of 
the size of Jumbo, but an attempt to lift 
at once more than four persons would be 
regarded as an affront to the empire. 
The tiling's impossible! The French 
have the same elevating methods. There 
is usually an iron gate as wtil as an iron 
door to the ascenseur in France, and in 
some of the first class establishments 
they will risk taking up as many as five 
passengers at a time. The chains that 
are rigged for the security of this multi- 
tude of irresponsible things are of links 
of wrought iron two inches in diameter.

"Under tho microscope," says Mr. 


Henry J. Slack, F. E. M. S., "it is seen 
that as animal and vegetable matter rots 
away, swarms of ferments come ink 
existence.

JOINED THE MAJOKXTY. 


Death of the Irish Attorney, Thos. 


Lee, Aged 44 Years. 


Thomas Lee, the well known Irish 


Attorney, is no more. He passed away 
in death at 8:35 last evening at his home, 
No. 529 East William street, the result of 
complicated liver and stomach trouble, 
which baffled the skill of two of our physi- 
cians. Mr. Lee had been in poor health 
for seven years, and has frequently been 
confined to his home for days at a time; 
but recovered and was able to attend to 
his practice. His death was not unex- 
pected. The recent death of his only 
child affected him sadly, and it seemed 
that he got weaker bteadily since her 
brmal. The deceased was in his office 
for the last time on Saturday. 
He was 


then very weak, and had to be taken home 
in a vehicle. Dunnghis residence in De- 
catur, Mr. Lee has been among the most 
sought for attorneys of the bar. He fre- 
quently had cases in the lower courts, 
almost daily, and was a hard fighter, Jos- 
ing sight of no point which the law 
allowed him. He was a close examiner 
of witnesses and argued his cases vigor- 
ously. He has at different periods acted 
as a prosecutor for the states attorney, 
and in the circnit and other courts he had 
numerous cases. He was retained some 
weeks ago to defend Jack Faunce for 
the mnrder of Mat McKinley. Politically 
Mr. Lee had always been a Democrat, 
but after the nomination of President 
Harrison he came out a strong protection 
Republican. He was strongly opposed to 
the ruinous free trade platform of the 
Democratic party, and became an earnest 
worker for the Republican party in tbe 
'88 campaign. 


Thomas Lee was a native of county 


Limerick, Ireland, where he was born in 
1S45. When H years of age he came to 
America with his parents, who located in 
Xew Jersey. Later his parents came to 
Springfield, at which city Thomas at- 
tended school, F.nd graduated in his stud- 
ies. 
While working on a farm he began 


the study of law, and while living in De- 
catur.he entered the law ofline of Attorney 
F. S. Murphy, who is now a resident of 
Oalesbnrg, Mr. Lee was admitted to the 
bar in 18G9 at the age of 21 years. He 
was chosen city attorney in 1872. 
In 


the same year, he married a daughter of 
llichard Smith, of Niantic. 
The widow 


is the only surviving member of the fam- 


ily. 
Several children were born to the 


couple. 
Cora Lee died in 18H1, and 


Lillie Lee, aged 
ID, passed away on 


August 26, less than a month ago. 


John Lee, of Whitmore township, this 


county, and Morris Lee, of Berlin, San- 
gamon ccunty, are brothers of deceased 


The funeral will take place from St. 


Patrick's Catholic church at 2 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon.
